There is a safeguarding clause 
which enables France to ask for re-

| Bot anticipated by the British Treas- 
ury. Great Britain has not asked for 
negotiable bonds. 

The moratorium provides for the 

| Payment of £4,000,000 the first year, 
£ 6,000,000 the second, £38,000,000 the 
third, £10,000,000 the fourth, and 
£ 12,500,000 the fifth and succeeding 
years. In addition, £2,000,000, which 
was to have been paid in 1925, brings 
the amount payable this year to 
£6,000,000. A provision in the agree- 
ment stipulates that British subjects 
in France who suffered war losses 
shall receive the same conpensation

University, Archibald Carey C oolidge, | 
director of the university library at | 
Harvard, and many others. All 
American universities were repre- 
sented by distinguished men ani. 
women and from Canada comes the 
professor of history at McGill Uni- 
versity, W. T. Waugh, while Toronto 
sends G. McK. Wrong. Australia, 
India. New Zealand, South Africa

Besides the overseas delegates, all 
the British universities and univer- 
sity colleges are collaborating and 
many notable persons interested in 
historica’ research have joined 
forces with the teacher.

able that smuggling is intended. 
Any profits made by such unlawful 
trade may be seized by the Crown. 
The new statute strengthens the 
treaty concluded between the United 
States and Norway on May 24, 1924, 
facilitating the search and seizure of 
Norwegian vessels outside American 
territorial waters, which became 
operative the following July...

TANGIER. Morocco, July 18—Now 
that a large number of tribes in the 
eastern part of the Riff have sur- 
rendered it might be supposed that 
the country generally is about to 
commence an éra of peace and prog- 
ress. But there is stil a large sec- 
tion in the western area which is far 
from being pacified and some of it. at 
least observers gay, will probably 
need the hearty co-operation of the 
allied French and Spanish forces 
before the desired end is in view. 

In what form and to what extent 
this will be necessary has perhaps 
been a subject for debate at the re- 
cent Paris conference. For example, 
there is the very formidable tribe of 
Ghomara, which is still under arms, 
having refused to believe with Abd- 
el-Krim that cause was lost. It 
occupies territory in the form of a 
triangle with its base along the Medi- 
terranean, and its apex extending 
into Fretich territory on the sou‘h. 
So long as any portion of this re- 
mains unconquered, it will always be 
a center for dissatisfaction and re- 


volt. ; 
Taballas a Menace 
Then. farther west, touching the 
region of Tangier, one finds the mil- 
itant Taballas who have always been 


more tenacious of their liberties and 
independence and who, as a whole, 
never have been complacent follow- 
ers of Abd-el-Krim. Although their 
territory is al) inside the Spanish 
zone and their pacification would 
seem to be a matter which concerns 
Spain. alone, yet as a matter of fact 
it is highly desirable for the French 
to have these wild mountaineers sub- 

d, otherwise they will always 
remain a menace to communications, 
which will necessitate the keeping of 
a comparatively large force in the 
field to guard against surprise at- 
tacks by marauding bands. 

Such are some of the problems 
which still confront the Allies.. They 
may not be insoluble, but they would 
seem to be of sufficient in:portance 
to warrant close friendly co-opera- 
tion between the allied powers. There 
is this much to be said that the Allies 
are in a better position perhaps to 
undertake the pynening pacification 


of the Spanish zone than they are 
ever likely to be again on account 
of the accumulation of men and ma- 
terial on hand after the Rifian re- 
bellion.

AIDS TWO CITIES | 
Cambridge and Boston Bothj 


Benefit From Charles | 
River Development 


Cambridge and Boston, geographi- 
cally and politically are divided— 
geographically by the Charles River, 
politically by law—but the accom- 
panying picture shows that the two 
cities are closely related indus- 
trially. Cambridge long known as 
the University City, now calls itself 
an industrial city also. 
The lower part of the picture 
shows one of the busy sections of 
Cambridge.’ In this section is the 
big Carter's Ink factory and the 
printing house of Ginn & Co., book 
publishers. In addition there are 
scores of other manufactories. 
One may count at least seven 
bridges linking Boston and Cam- 
bridge. At the right is the bridge 
over which the Boston to Cambridge 
elevated trains run. Next comes the 
West Boston bridge or viaduct, 
where the trolleys coming from the 
North Station cross to Cambridge. 
Farther down the stream are the 
various railroad bridges across 
which run the Boston & Maine 
tracks as they enter the North Sta- 
tion. Also there is a bridge at this 
point where the elevated crosses 
into Charlestown and thence con- 
tinues to Everett. 
Just belor this bridge is the point 
where Paul Revere crossed “with 
muffied oar to the opposite shore” 
where he awaited the historic signals 
in the Old North Church. 
Just a bit farther down the river 
on the le*t is the Boston Navy Yard. 
At this point the Charles flows with 
the Mystic River into the upger 
harbor. 

The upper half of the picture is 
a splendid view of Boston, its west 
and north ends and a generous sec- 
tion of the Back Bay. Also one may 
get a clear view of the waterfront 
from Back Bay down to the Army 
Base in South Boston. Boston Harbor 
is set off in detail and a portion of 
East Boston is clearly seen. vo 
Custom House Tower stands as 
sentinel along the waterfronj ‘with 
Beacon Hill at its back and the State 
House dome just visible at the peak.

CHICAGO, July 13—Charles H. 
Grakelow, Exalted Ruler of Philadel- 
phia Lodge, No. 2, of the Benevolent 


and Protective Order of Elks, was 
elected Grand Exalted Ruler of this 
national organizatian of 825,960 mem- 
bers, at the annual meeting of the 
Grand Lodge here in connection with 
the annual convention of the frater- 
nity.

Judge Atwell, in an address at 
opening ofthe convention empha- 
sized the trinity that he said is the 
“basic rock of the Benevolent and 
Protective Order of Elks—religious 
fervor, love of country, and regard 
for one’s neighbor.” 

“All of its devotees openly ac- 
knowledge a belief in God,” he 
stated. “All of its devotes love the 
Stars and Stripes—they may not live 
beneath the folds of any other flag 
—and all of its devotees profess to 
find their chief pleasure in relief of 
the unfortunate.

For. educational work, providing 
means to keep children in school and 
maintaining 107 college scholarships, 
$37,487.36 was spent. Clothing was 
furnished 8010 families, not includ- 
ing holiday gifts. Employment was 
obtained for more than 5647 persons 
and 1585 aliens were assisted in be- 
coming naturalized citizens. Contri- 
butions Were made toward - public 
playgrounds. 
. More than $30,000 was spent in 
making rent payments for needy 
families, For. contributions toward 
keeping up summer camps, at which 
16,595 peraons were served last year, 
$45,701.78 “was spents Fuel was fur- 
nished for 3735 needy families. Sub- 
stantial “id was given} Boy Scout 
and Girl« Scout groups nationally. 
Through big brother work, help was 
extended in 4773 cases. For prizes 
awarded in patriotic essay contests 
$7790.22 was donated. 

Briefly there were sketched in this 
400-page printed report some of the 
specific acts of brotherhood per- 
formed bv lodges during the year.

Control in Great Britain Re 
garded as Unsatisfactory

LONDON, July 13—What amounts 
to a combined pronouncement by 
educated Liberals throughout Great 
Britain upom the drink question has 
now been made. It is in the form of 
answers to a questionnaire circulated 
through the Liberal Summer Schools 
movement to all parties and organ- 
izations. The summary published 
shows that while much difference of 
opinion prevails on subsidiary points, 
there are certain main lines of agree- 
ment. 

“The views taken generally for 
example are that the drink trade 
contro] “cannot be regarded as satis- 
factory,” that the industrial trea 
problems of “poverty, crime and dis- 
ease” are related to that of drink; 
that “the effects of drink on the na- 
tional health and physique, its moral 
consequences, its effects on indus- 
trial efficiency and its general eco- 
nomic effects” are “valid reasons 


for urging further legisiation”; that . 


there ought to be “total prohibition 
of alcoholic drink of more than the 
prescribed strength.” 

Legislation is also urged “to elim- 
inate the bogés club, designed 
solely to circumvent the law regard- 
ing public houses.”

BIG OIL FIELD 


' Private Stations Make Up 
Fast Communication 
System 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla. (Special 
Correspondence)—With completion 
of the Skelly Oil Company’s radio. 
station in the Texas Panhandle. oil 
field, all districts. of the great oil 
territory of the southwest are in ‘con- 
stant touch with each other. The 
new station, 
given call letters, 
Cunningham lease in Hutchinson 
County, and in the heart of the new 
field. It is about 60 miles from 
Amarillo, Tex. 

This company was the pioneer 
| Mid-Continent oil concern to uge the 
radio as a means of communication 
: between its refineries, offices and 
field headquarters. All its Skelly 
stations are equipped with one kile- 
watt tube transmitters working :on 
a wavelength of 1599 meters. 

Since establishment of the. first 
station in 1922 nearly every large 
operating company in Oklahoma has 
resorted to the radio to speed up re- 
ports and information. In several 
districts, companies have combined 
to erect stations, each having its own. 
codes. Continental Morse codé is 
used in nearly all of the stations in 
the Mid-Continent. 

“Our average time for receiving 
and delivering a rush message is one 
minute, depending upon the number 
of words,” reports G. A. R. Slocum, 
head of the Skelly radio department.

A Swinburne Purpose ° 


In examining the amazing technique 
of Atalanta in Calydon it is well to 
make e@rtain from the outset what 
was the main purpose which Swin- 
burne bad... . He himself, in his 
Dedicatory Epistle to the Collected 
Edition, defined this purpose as an 
“attempt t do something original in 
Bnglish which might in same degree 
reproduce for English readers the 
likeness of a Greek tragedy, with 
possibly something more of its true 
poetic. jife and charm than could have 
been expected from the authors of 
Qgractacus and Merope.” Such a 
claim is modest enough, and: should 
sufficé at least to silence that school 
of criticism which condemns the style 
of Atalanta for its divergence in cer- 
tain passages from the exact formu- 
las and conception of a Greek drama.

This is just a delightful little mu- 
sical fantasy, written in the spright- 
liest, gently ironical, Gallic manner, 
and telling of a young musician who, 
coming to capture Paris by his 
genius, captured only hearts instead, 
and lost his own more than once in 
the process. Sacha Guitry has noth- 
ing of moment to say and says it with 
ali the delicate wit, the incontrover- 
tible logic, and easy insouciancé 
which, with a touch of pathos thrown 
in here and there, generally char- 
acterize his less serious work. 

A mere ripple of plot meanders 
through green meadows of talk and 
melody; and when the story runs 
dry there is always a song, a dance, 
or a duet cunningly inserted, to eke 
it out. This sixty-second play, or 
thereabouts, of M. Guitry’s is so typi- 
cally Parisian a piece that one can 
well understand the rapture with 
which it has been received in the 
French capital, and which deservedly 
finds an echo in London. 

“Mozart,” then, considered as a 
play about the musician, is of no 
great account—a chronical being 
quite outside its author’s intention. 
As an entertainment and vehicle for 
the expression of two individual and 
peculiarly pleasing talents—those of 
M. Guitry and Mile. Yvonne Prin- 
temps—this operetta is charming. 
Mile. Printemps mey not be a great 
actress, but, within the range of her | 
delicate art, there can be, the wide 
world over, few more accomplished 
persons, and nowhere one more at- 
tractive. 

Her triumph—and it was great— 
was mainly a personal one; for that 
th- actress gave a convincing char- 
acter-study of the young musician, 
or succeeded in inducing me to be- 
lieve, even for a moment, that this 
delightful person upon the stage, 
conquering us all, by her grace and 
charm, was really a boy, I cannot 
honestly say; since I was momen- 
tarily expecting to see her exercise 
upon Grimm (Sacha Guitry) pre- 
cisely the same captivating arts that 
she was already practicing with 
much effect upon the female fre- 
quenters of Mme. d’Epinay’s salon 
and incidentally upon the audience 
as well. Yet, for all that, there was 
no resisting the grace, beauty, and 
compelling charm of this perform- 
ance. 

Both as actress and singer, Mile. 
Printemps was equally acceptable; 
and few among her London audi- 
ences can have been aware before 
this production of how fresh and 
melodious a singing voice, and what 


tratfaed skill in the use of it, this 


lady can add to her other stage ac- 
complishments. She has, however, a 
tendency occasionally to overdo her 
simulated archness, and her final 
curtain would gain in effect were it 
a hint more naturally taken. Lon- 
don, in these naturalistic days, has 
no ready acceptance for anything 
that verges upon affectation. 

The setting and dressing of this 


piece were admirable, and the re- 
mainder of the company spoke 
danced, and sang with all the effi- 
ciency which we expect from Pari- 
sian players, especially in costume 
work of the eighteenth century. + M. 
Guitry himself performed with fine 
balance, judgment, and finished cer- 
tainty of execution.

HAT a little theater can be made 


to pay its way through the box 
office, as well as achieve an 
artistic success, has been proved by 
the Pasadena Community Playhouse, 
during the first year in its new home. 
At the annual meeting just held, the 
treasurer's report showed the total 
receipts of the organization from all 
sources to be slightly in excess of 
$95,000, or $11,000 more than the 
total operating expenses. 

Of this surplus, the sum of $8500 
represented the fees of 965 members, 
which indicates that patrons of the 
plays paid in $2500 more than it cost 
to conduct this venture in non-com- 
mercial drama. During the year, 26 
plays were put on. There were 653 
réles in them for the casting com- 
mittee to fill; and they allotted one- 
third of the parts to players new to 
the stage. 

More than 100,000 persons attended 
the plays put on by the Pasadenans 
during the past year. They have 
made a dozen new productions in 
that time; while the most of the reat 
of the plays done were introduced to 
the stage of Southern California by 
this citizen group, under the direc- 
tion of Gilmor Brown, who has been 
at the head of the organization's pro- 
ducing activities since its inception 
in 1918. 

As a climax to’the annual meeting, 
a bronze tablet was unveiled in the 
lobby on which are inscribed the 
names of the founders of the Com- 
munity Playhouse. They are the 
hundred or more persons who gave 
$1000 or more each toward the build- 
ing fund for the new structure, 
which made its erection possible, As 
a part of this ceremony, Clinton 
Churchill Clarke, first president of 
the Community Playhouse Associa- 
tion, reviewed its history. In part he 
said:

Other busi- 
ness would. be pushed into the back- 
ground; parties would split on the 
merits of a Yeatsian mystery or a 
Gregorian comedy, and the grossest 
charges of personal favoritism or | 
malignity would be hurled against | 
ministers. = 

Mr. Blythe, who carried his point 
that the subsidy of £1000 a year 
should-be granted without any con- 
ditions, said that he had examined 
the accounts of the Abbey Theater 
and found that over a considerable 
period of years there had been an 
average loss of £600.

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EDITORIALS 


The welcome announcement that the export 
of opium from India is to be progressively 
reduced until it ceases 
altogether, except for 
its employment in mate- 
i ria medica, is one which 
| eighteen months ago 
i | searcely the most con- 
firmed optimist would 
3 have dared to believe 
could come so soon. At 
that time the leading countries of the world 
were met together in acrimonious conference at 
Geneva, and the representative of the Govern- 
ment of India steadfastly refused to depart from 
his stand that it would be impossible for India to 
give up exporting opium until the huge illicit 
opium production of China had been brought 
under control. Yet only eighteen months later 
the same Government of India has voluntarily, 
and without being ‘4n any way bound by treaty 
commitments, arranged to surrender the whole 
of this export within the next ten years. Let it be 
added that the traffic is one which brings an 
annual profit of considerably more than £1,- 
000,000 to the State Treasury. 

Indian opium has always been in great de- 
mand in the Far East. For many vears huge 
quantities went to China, but in 1913 this was 
stopped by agreement between the two coun- 
tries—a sacrifice which meant the loss to India 
of £4,000,000 of revenue annually—on the un- 
derstanding that China had abolished the opium 
evil. Since then India has sent no opium to 
China, although the use of opium is once again 
very prevalent in China, in fact probably more 


so than at any other pergo@ of its history. But | 


India has continued to send opium to other 
countries in the Far East where there is a Chi- 
nese population. All such opium, however, has 
either been consigned direct to the governments 
concerned or to merchants authorized by those 
governments to receive it. 

The theory of the purchasers has been that, 
as they do not feel able to prevent their Chinese 
residents from using opium, the best thing to be 
done is to make the sale of the drug a govern- 
ment monopoly, or at any rate subject to strict 
governmental control. Under these circum- 
stances they have been glad to have the Indian 
supply to draw upon, because not only is Indian 
opium specially prepared so as to have a low 
morphia content (thereby making it less harm- 
ful) but the Indian Government could be relied 
upon not to supply any but duly authorized per- 
sons and not to adulterate its opium with ingre- 
dients recognized as being even more harmful 
than the opium itself. Moreover, the purchasers 
knew that the Government of India would 
always supply the exact amount required, thus 
helping them to keep track of attempts to evade 
the regulations. 


It is to be surmised, therefore, that the de- | 


cision of the Government of India may not be 


altogether welcome to its previous customers. | 


Unless they are ready to take advantage of the 


opportunity and start progressively abolishing | 


the use of opium, they will have to get their 


opium in future from such places as Persia and | 
Turkey, where not only is there no control of | 
export, but the opium has a higher morphia | 


content, and where, especially in the case of 


Persia, some of the merchants are not above | 


noxiously adulterating the opium. 


So far, however, there are not many Indica- | 
tions of a desire to reduce consumption in the | 
opium-using countries. It is true that one Far | 


‘Eastern government, the Government of 
Malaya, has announced that its policy is the 
ultimate extinction of the opium traffic. But 
against this must be set the fact that the Gov- 
ernment of India last year felt obliged to stop 
sending any further opium to the Portuguese 
Colony of Macao on the ground that much of 
the opium consigned there for the internal con- 
sumption of the country was finding its way 
through illicit channels not only into China but 
also into Europe and America. Only one gov- 


ernment in the Far East has actually made . 


opium growing and smoking illegal. That one 
is China, where there is, nevertheless, an annual 
production of opium for smoking, variously 
estimated at from 5000 to 15,000 tons. 

As with consumption, so with production. 
Persia, the chief producer of opium for export, 
has definitely announced its inability t stop 
producing opium unless it is given financial aid 
to enable it to substitute other crops. A League 
of Nations commission, however, has recently 
been examining the situation in that country, 
and if its report bears out the Persian conten- 
tion it is to be hoped that the requisite funds 
will be forthcoming in spite of the somewhat 
doubtful nature of the security Persia’can offer. 
But even if Persia is given a helping hand to get 
out of the export trade in opium for smoking, 
there still remain Turkey and a number of 
small producers all able, and apparently willing, 
to produce as much opium as there is a demand 
for, and all careful not to make too strict in- 
quiries beforé sending the opium wherever 
there is a market for it. Many of them, it is true, 
signed the opium convention last year, thereby 
pledging themselves to make such inquiries. 
But not one of them, or indeed any power, has 
so far ratified the convention. And Persia and 


Turkey, the two largest producers, have not yet 


signed it. Be 

While, therefore, the action of India is a great 
step in advance, it will not simply in and of 
itself solve the world problem in respect of 
opium. Indeed, it is necessary to face the possi- 
bility that the withdrawal of India from the 


opium is chiefly used by addicts in western 
countries. It is consequently essential that the 
antiopium forces of the world should not rest 
content in the knowledge that the Government 
of India has ranged itself on thefr side, but 
should redouble their efforts lest the enemy take 
them unawares. Any slackening of effort now 
might mean turning an important victory intoa 
defeat.

So it 
has gone for months, unsettled and unsettling, 
until a reader is fairly driven back to essentials, 
if he is to steady his thought in the confusion of 
official pronouncements and unofficial rumors. 
He must recall the consistent progress being 
made by those entirely peaceable scores of mil- 
lions who compose the overwhelming majority 
of the great Asian land. He must anew realize 
the basically sound traits of the people, and the 
promising fundamentals which the, experts 
have found in the (disregarded!) Constitution 
of the young-old state—wherein the violent 
| supporters of antique autocracy have so sorely 
_ harassed the new fundamentals of popular rule 
through well-nigh all the fifteen years of the 
| Republic’s life. 
| To such an one comes welcome a lately 
| printed article in the oldest and still leading 
| British paper in the country, the North China 
| Daily News. It is from the pen of Tong Shao-yi, 
| now living in retirement at Shanghai. owing to 
his inability to follow the extremists of that 
| “Southern Republic,” which Canton claims to 
| be in its quarrel with the Peking circle. It sets 
| forth the convictions not only of this veteran 
| diplomatist and statesman but of a mighty army 
of citizens, as thoughtful and patriotic as they 
are oppressed and (therefore!) silent. 

Mr. Tong says: “Believing in the success of 
establishing a republican, democratic .govern- 
ment capable of protecting the life, liberty and 
property of its citizens and at the same time of 
winning a recognition of equality among the 
| nations of the world, | make the following sug- 
gestions.”” And his twelve points may be con- 
densed in some such phrases as these: 

rhe reorgantiation of government on a basis of legal- 
ity, with the Constitution of 1924 accepted in its admit- 
tedly perfect form, and revised by constitutional meth- 


ods as needs arise. 
The rooting cut of “the return to feudalism in the 


form of personal] armies led by military chiefs, acting as 


petty kings.” 
A purging of the courts from all extraneous “influ- 


| ences,” especially those of military sort, 
| Reorganization of the judiciary and the appointment 


| of experiencea judges. 
The voiding of all mandates and edicts iasued since 
1921, which now infringe on the citizen's constitutional 


| freedom. . 
Permanent and public accounting of all state incomé 


and expenditure. 
Thorough revision (upward) of all taxes, national and 


provincial, and h«nest collection of them, 

The taking of immediate steps “to pay off or fund all 
foreign and domestic loan& good or bad, secured ar un- 
| secured,” and “no such loans to be hereaft@r allowed save 


under constitutional provision.” 
Prohibition of the acceptance by officials of any extra- 
Chinese gift or deccration, without specific parliamentary 


permission. 

Restoration of the civil service. 

Establishment of schools in civil administration. 

Admission of provincial self-government, within the 
constitutional guarantees. 

It may be said that all this leaves the actual 
news untouched. Perhaps—but it is beneath 
and behind what is called the “news situation.” 
For, beyond any peradventure, the day draws 
closer rapidly when something very like this 
must be tried: will be tried, and tried success- 
fully. Nor will the experimenters of that hoped- 
for time be the embattled generais and mar- 
shals and presidents of this uneasy present. 
Tong Shao-yi himself, it may be (and his kind 
assuredly), will be leading the honest strivers 
in that dawning of true patriotism. 


Under a decision, recently rendered, a justice 
of the New York State Supreme Court refused 
£3 to incorporate a society 
whose title indicated that 
its membership. was. in 
part composed of “Amer- 
ican peasants,” on the 
ground that the organi- 
zation would implv that 
there exists in the United 
States what may prop- 
erly be termed a “ nt clas#.”” As commonly 
used and generally understood, the word to 
which exception was taken means one engaged 
in agricultural pursuits: a tiller of the soil, or 
farm laborer. In the narrower sense of the word, 
it distinguishes between the landowning farmer, 
or “yeoman” of Anglo-Saxon speech. and the 
} tenant or ordinary farm worker. Originally 
‘used to describe a rustic, or resident in rural 
regions, the term has in some European coun- 
| tries come to be applied to all those except the 
| aristocracy or landowners living outside the 
Cities, towns and villages. In its secondary mean- 
¥ ing, a peasant is one of a class bound to the soil, 
if not by law, at least by custom or tradition, 
and with little or no hope of changing his con- 
dition by becoming an industrial worker or by 
engaging in business, 

In so far as the great majority of American 
farmers are concerned, there is assuredly no 
reason for describing them as “peasantrv.” They 
are largely the owners of the lands they culti- 
vate, in this respect differing from the farm 
tenantry of other countries, It is true that in 
many cases the farms are mortgaged for a 
considerable part of their value, but there is 
always a prospect that the debt will be paid off

proximity of these camps. As a part of what 
seems to be an organized campaign against the 
owners of the camp site, it is said that the offi- 
cials of the York Shore Water Company have 
refused to supply the tourists with water. 
While it may be said that the tourist camps 
have come to be regarded, since the advent of 
the automobile, as a part of an accepted system 
in the United States, it is nevertheless a fact that 
in many sections where the consideration of 
commercial profit does not enter into the maiter 
there has been insistent and sometimes stubborn 
opposition to their establishment. It is insisted 
by some that except as they attract trade to 
stores, markets and oil and supply stations, these 
camps are not an actual asset to any community. 
The sojourners, or many of them, it is said, seem 
inclined to regard somewhat lightly, if not indif- 
ferently, the provisions made for their comfort 
and convenience, It is conceded that those who 
patronize the camps, paying a small fee for the 


‘ service rendered, are not liberal buyers, except of 


what are absolutely essential commodities. 

It may be said without offense to those consid- 
erate and orderly persons who avail themselves 
of the privileges often generously provided by 
the people of the cities where they halt for a 
night that the automobile tourist, using the term 
inclusively, is not regarded by the city which 
acts as. his temporary host as an actual asset. 
With the gates open to all comers, and always 
with room for one more, those in charge cannot 
even attempt to discriminate. Individual experi- 
ences prove that the meandering automobile 
tolirists are not always thoughtful of the righta 
or welfare of those along the way. 

- Yet there is a purely economic angle to the 
problem that cannot be overlooked. It would be 
next to impossible, at some seasons of the year. 
for all those who travel the roads to find accom- 


‘modations in hotels or private houses. even if 


they were prepared to pay the price chareed. 
Some provision must be made for their comfor* 
al the way. Perhgps no great hardship wil: 
result if one town refuses to hang out the wel- 
come sign as they approach. Distances are easily 
and quickly covered by these travelers. But if it 
should so happen that York Harbor’s effort, once 
declared successful, is followed by several towns, 
or all the towns, to which the law which is 
invoked applies, the way of the camping tourists 
will be made hard. It is evident that into the 
correct solution of the problem some considera- 
tions besides those of self-interest must enter.

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The Diary of a Political Pilgrim 


From a Lonpon Corresronpent 


Though the coal strike still continues to dominate the 
political situation because of ite effects on industry and 
employment, the question of whether any active steps 
should be taken to try to stop subversive propaganda in 
Great Britain in support of it by the Russian Government 
has filled the front of the parliamentary bil. The Die- 
Hard section of the Conservative Party has been agitat- 
ing for the breaking off of relations with Russia and for 


| the expulsion of all Russian agents from the country. 


But the Government, despite the frenzied enthusiasm 
of Winston Churchill, now the recognized leader of the 
anti-Bolshevist faction, decided that they would not de- 
nounce the trade agreement nor expel the Soviet ofheials 
It decided that it would rest content with a protest agains’ 
Russian support of the general strike, as an unwarran‘able 
breach of the international rule that one nation should not 
interfere with the internal affairs of another nation with 
which it is at peace. 

It rejected the motion for breaking off negotiations 
frankly on the ground that it would be quite ineffective, 
while its ulterior effects would be extremely dangerous. 
The danger from Bolshevist propaganda tid not come fror 
the amount of money which the Bolsheviki spent or the 
number of Russian agents which they sent from Ruasia, 
for both were really negligible. Lt arose from the theories 
for which the Communists stood, both Britikh ond Rus- 
sian, and the futility of tryimg to deatroy opinion by 
repressive legislation or by attacking its propagators, and 
not by reason and argument, was one of the clearest 
lessons of history.

There is no doubt that a section of the Communit 


| Party in Russia, the Third Internationale, haa been 
| actively engaged in trying to foment revolution along Rus- 


sian lines all over the world, and especially in Great Brit- 
ain, where Labor unrest at the moment is at its highest. 
There is also no doubt that this same section hae veen 
engaged in trying to arouse the Asiatic and African work! 
to throw off the political and economic domination of 
Europe and America, and especially the peoples now under 
British rule, because it regards Great bittain and the 
United States as the home of eapitaliam and, of the two 
Great Britain as the more vulnerable. 

The enthusiasts for drastic action ask whether these 
facts are not in themselves sufficient reason for breaking 
off relations with a government which i clearly encourag- 
ing, or at least conniving, at hostile and subversive activi- 
ties. The opponents of drastie action ask whether sucn 
a breach would have any effect whatever in dimmushi 
the propaganda and imterference—indeed, whe*her it w 
not inevitably intensify it, while it would also mvolve 
all the evil consequences which are liable to arise from 
a course of policy whose logical outcome is a declaration 
of war. It was the latter point of view which prevailed. 

It is certain that the world has by no means | 
the last of the Russian or Bolshevist question. The vast 
Empire of Russia, holding within its control not less thaa 
130,000,000 people, is confirmed today in a pomt of view 
which is fundamentally hostile to Western ewilization. It 
is opposed to private property and the predominant posi- 
tion of the capitalist. 1t is opposed to democracy, and 
demands and ruthlessly enforces obedience to authority. 


> > o 
Some people still believe that Soviet Russia is on the 
verge of pee; that in due time and without undue 
violence a democratic régime will take its place, and that 
private enterprise and capitalism will onee more come 
into its own. But there is very little evidence as yet to 


| support this view. Only a few weeks ago a body of 


Conservative members of Parliament, who certainly were 
not predisposed to sympathy with the Bolshevist régime, 
returned from a brief visit to Russia and added their testi- 
mony to the mass of other evidence as to the apparent 
stability and strength of the Soviet Government. 

Their conclusion was that, while the Russian Govern- 
ment was an.autocracy of a kind very distasteful to 
democratic ideals, it was efficient as compared with ita 
taarist predecessor, trade and prosperity were improving, 
and there was no sign of ita being overthrown, either bv 
revolution from within or by attack from without. It 
was the de facto stable government of Russia today, as 
was the old Tsarist Government before the war, or the 
despotism of Abdul Hamid in T , and there was no 
more reason for refusing normal political and economic 
relations with it, provided it would aceept the usual bass 
of mutual noninterference, than there was for refusing 
such with the governments of other states with the con- 
duct of whose government disapproval might be felt 

All politics, in the last resort, is a t of opinions 
and ideas. There is clearly a formidable conflict of opin- 
jon and ideas growing up between Russia, with those parts 
of Asia which have accepted its influence, and the Western 
world. That conflict may be resolved by violence. But 
there is no reason why that should be so. It ean equaiiy 
be adjusted peacefully if we have the wisdom to discern 
and apply a saner and more Christian solution to the 
economic problems which now beset mankind than e:ther 
East or West, Russia or the rest of Europe, has yet 
discerned. S
